SHANGHAI, Oct. 27.— 


Japanese 
conquerors of

and Hankow pushed ahead today 
with three objectives. 


One was to disperse Chinese 


troops retreating from Hankow, 
erstwhile provisional capital which 
fell Tuesday, before they could 
consolidate new positions. 


Another was to occupy 685 miles 


of railway linking Canton, con- 
quered last week, and Hankow. 


The third called for the pene- 


tration of Intervening areas in 
Kangtung (Canton), Kiangsi, Hu- 
nan and Hupeh (Hankow) pro- 
vinces. 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai-Shek's

Members of the board of 


directors of the Cprsicana 
Livestock and Agricultural 
Show received the complet- 
ed financial statement of 
their first season in their 
new permanent plant Thurs- 
day morning which showed 
a net profit of $5,501|on the com- 
bined fair and rodeo. 


At the same time the directors 


adopted tentative plans for a horse 
show and a "homecoming1 dance to 
be staged In November. Mrs. R. L. 
Wheelock was named chairman of 
the horse show and Is expected to 
announce her full committees and 
the date within the next few days. ' 
The dance committee Is to be nam- 
ed later. 


The final recapitulation showed 
a total investment in the perma- 
nent fair plant of approximately 
$45,000; of this amount $2,604.30 
was for the land? upon which tho 
permanent buildings were located, 
and the remainder went Into the 
various units. 


Financial Statement 
The financial statement showed 


receipts from the fair proper of 
$5,501 while rodeo receipts were 
$11,511.03, making a grand total of 
$17,012.04. Expenditures amounted 
to $11 457.85, which included $5,- 
137.34 for the 
fair proper, and 


$6,320.51 for the rodeo.

"while neighbor nations arm to 
the teeth." 


Tho President, In his first pro- 
nouncement on American foreign 
policy since the Czechoslovaklan 
crisis made a virtually precedent 
shattering condemnation of na- 
tions which employ force, exile 
and repression as Instruments of 
national policy. 
He declared that the govern- 


ments of foreign nations "must 
not threaten tho world with tho 
disaster of war" and asserted no 
useful purpose is served to sug- 
gest "cither to the American peo- 
ple' or peoples of other nations 
that 
tho American 
government 


in Its policies, Its practices and Its 
servants are actuated by motives 
of dishonor or corruption. 


"To do so," ho said, "Is, of ne- 
cessity, an attack on the Ameri- 
can system of constitutional rep- 
resentative government It.self."

WASHINGTON.—N a v y Day 
'Inds Uncle Sam welding 
now 
inks into the nation's "first line 
of 
defense"—on 
the sea, under 
t and in the air. 


Speeding expansion of the navy 
to keep pace with that of Great 
Britain—long the No. 1 sea force 
—the government Is building: 


Six 
new 
super-dreadnoughts 
mightier than 
any 
battleships 
that have ever put out to sea. 


Two 
large 
airplane 
carriers 


and 
an 
undisclosed 
number of 


the biggest bombing planes ever 
built. 


Thirty-seven destroyers, 16 sub- 
marines and seven cruisers of the 
most modern type. 


Besides these 68 warships, con- 
gress has authorized but not yet 
provided 
funds for 
three addi- 
tional battleships, 55 destroyers, 
13 submarines and eight cruis- 
ers. 


The 163 new ships, combined 
with 349 already in service, would 
bring the total to 502—a new 
high in United 
States 
naval 
strength. 
A navy air force of 
1.800 planes, already 
rated 
the 
world's finest^ is to be increased 
to 3,000 planes. 


Each of the nine new battle- 
ships will be armed with nine 
16-inch 
guns, 
which 
can 
hurl 
tremendously 
destructive 
shells 
20 miles, as well as smaller guns 
and anti-aircraft artillery. These 
"bulldogs" of the fleet will cost 
about $70,000,000 apiece. 


Our main naval objective is to 


keep the 
battle fleets a close 
second In size to those of Great 
Britain which must protect far 
flung lines of empire communi- 
cation. Japan does not now ex- 
change naval statistics but she 
is rated a strong third In sea 
power. 


Line-Up Of Tayren. 


The battleship lineup of 
the 
three powers is: Britain, 15; Uni- 
ted States, 15 and Japan 10. The 
British are building 7 compared 
with 6 building here and three 
others 
approved. The Japanese 
are believed to be constructing a 
few battleships.' 


The British top the list in un- 
derage cruisers with 40 to our 
30 and Japan's 26. In modern 
destroyers, the count Is 91 for 
Japan; -89 'for Britain and 50 for 
the United States. The Japanese 
lead 
in 
under-age 
submarines 


with 41 to 40 for Britain and 28 
for this country. 


Under naval treaty limitations, 
a ship which Is over-age Is theo- 
retically obsolete. It may, how- 
ever, be quite serviceable. 
This year congress appropriated 


$600,000,000 for 
naval 
construc- 
tion, and It Is now /expected the 
annual 
naval budget may run 
around 
three-quarters 
of a bil- 
lion dollars for some 
years to 


come.

highways by a strict enforcement

sponsible for most crashes. 
Re- 
sults of the enforcement program 
were favorable as there has been 
an 18 per cent reduction in Texas 
traffic deaths this year as com- 
pared with 1937. The September 
death list contained 63 less names 
than the previous September. Six 
of the 126 dead had been injured 
in August smash-ups, reports re- 
vealed.

ine Income cases who regard It as 
co much of an expense. 
Dr. Abel Wolman, new president 


of the association, declared that 
he purpose of the new health plan 


is to bring medical care not only 
to tho very poorest "ortlon of the 
population but also to "that great 
mass of people who are too Inher- 
ently honest to call a doctor Be- 
cause they know they cannot pay 
him." 
Dr. Thomas Parran. surgeon gen- 
eral of the U. a Public Health 
Service, declared that the health 
drive now in prospect, which will 
be a permanent undertaking, Is 
"the first large scale effort 
to 
shorten the lag between what medi- 
cal and public health workers know 
and what we actually do" in the 
treatment of disease. 
"If we applied today tho medi- 
cal knowledge alread yavallable, 
not to mention the 
discoveries 


which are constantly pouring out of 
the research laboratories, it would 
be possible to add 10 years to the 
average life span of our citizens,"

OVER WUHAN CITIES 


NOW INWRECKAGE 


CHINESE TROOPS REPORTED 


DIGGING IN FOR CON- 


TINUED RESISTANCE 


SHANGHAI, Oct. 26.— 


(JP)—Japanese 
and foreign 


dispatches tonight reported 
that the Japanese army and 
navy had completed occu- 
pation of Hankow and its 
sister Wuhan cities, Wu- 
chang and Hanyang. 


Twenty-six 
Japanese 
warships 
steamed up the broad Yangtze riv- 
er to a position off Hankow's Jap- 
anese concession .the dispatches 
said, and army units totalling sev- 
eral thousand men marched Into 
the former provisional capital from 
the northeast. 


Shortly thereafter .a Japanese In- 
fantry force of about 2,000 moved 
into the International area along 
the Yangtze waterfront and took 
over control from the foreign au- 
thorities who had organized an 
emergency regime following 
the 


Chinese abandonment of the city. 
Details of the occupation of Wu- 
chang, separated from Hankow by 
the mile-wide .Yangtze, were not 
immediately available. Earlier re- 
ports said Japanese infantry col- 
umns driving In along the south 
bank of the Yangtze had met stiff 
Chinese resistance In the flaming 
city and were engaged.In mopping 
up operations, 
Japanese dispatches did not re- 
port the occupation of Hanyang, 
once busy industrial city across the 
Hah river from Hankow, but for- 
eign advices said the invaders en- 
tered the third of the Wuhan com- 
munities late today, 
Earlier reports had Indicated Chi- 
nese were retaining some posi- 
tions in Hanyang. But available in- 
formation 
tonight 
indicated 
the 
Japanese had gained the huge mid-' 
China metropolitan area with al- 
most no fighting at the end except 
the street battles In Wuchang. 
The occupation was culmination 


of a great converging movement 
launched early in the 
summer, 
with a strong naval force driving 
up the Yangtze In cooperation with 
army columns advancing along both 
banks of the river and thrusting 
overland from the northeast and 
southeast. 
It was the northeastern fore* 
whose advance guard entered Han- 
It ow late yesterday. 
The Wuhan cities, with a normal 


population of about 1,700,000, form 
the transportation 
industrial and 


commercial heart of Central China, 
and Hankow for nearly a year hag 
been provisional capital and center 
of Chinese resistance. 


OMneso Dig In 
Chinese troops dug Into new de- 


fense lines southwest of Hankow 
today while victorious Japanese 
forces took possession of the once 
proud but now nearly desolated 
Wuhan cities, 


Jananese .warships steamed cau- 
tiously through mine fields In the 
Yangtze river below Hankow, slq- 
ter-clty of Wuchang and Hanyang. 
Infantry 
units 
made 
f o r c e d 
marches from the north and west 
to help preceding troops overcome 
street fighting In flaming Wuchang. 
Japanese warpianes roared over 
the frl-elties despite rain and heav- 
ily bombed retreating Chinese. Ma- 
chine gun fire blazed In the Han- 
kow suburbs, indicating the Japa- 
nese .vanguards were meeting re- 
sistance in attempts to consolidate 
positions in the erstwhile capital 
that they entered yesterday. 
Explosion after explosion in Chi- 
nese-mined buildings rooked the

sistance against the Japanese with- 
out any Intention of suing for 
peace. 


The fugitive leaders were said 
to have asserted that surrender 
now would' cause a loss of every- 
thing •whllti continuous resistance 
would mean Japan ultimately would 
be unable to carry the financial 
burden of Invasion. 
They said also an army of 1,000,- 


000 Chinese was still In .the field 
with 300,000 more undergoing 'rain- 
ing. 


Foreign messages reported the 
safety of 20 Americans In Wuchang. 
Japanese 
dispatches 
said the 


main body of Invading troops was 
entering Hankow and Wuchang 
and mopped-up before taking over 
those cities and extending similar 
offors to Hanyang.

Railroad Commissioner Lon A. j 


Smith said he signed the order 
under an agreement the two-day 
closings would be reduced to one 
In December and lifted entirely In 
January.

Ernest O. Thompson said, how- 
ever, It was too early yet to know 
what the commlslson's policy for 
December would be. 


The closings on Sundays had 


been in effect since last Janu- 
ary and those on Saturdayb for 
several months but recently agi- 
tation for their lifting had been 
growing.

sion, which administers oil and 
gas conservation laws in Texas, 
heard arguments on the desir- 
ability of continuing or removing 
the restrictions.

TRUE FUNCTION OF 
EDUCATION PROPER 
GUIDANCEOF YOUTH 


DR. J. C. M'ELHANNON, BAY- 


LOR UNIVERSITY, IS THE 


PRINCIPAL SPEAKER 


Proper guidance of youth was 


termed the true function of educa- 
tion In the United States by Dr. 
J. C. McElhannon, member of the 
department of education of Baylor 
University, Waco, at the regular 
meeting of tho Corsicana Teach- 
ers' Association held In the library 
of the senior high school Monday 
night. 


Miss Iza Murchison, member of 
the faculty of the Corsicana pub- 
lic school system, was also pre- 
sented In some Interesting com- 
ments on various European facU 
and Information. 


R. A, Armlstead, president of 
the teacher unit, presided at the 
meeting Monday night and called 
attention to a series of local pro- 
grams to he staged by the teach- 
ers In addition to the scheduled 
district and state session. 
He an- 


nounced that a legislative session 
would be hold on Dec. 12, and 
that State Senator Clay Gotten of 
Palestine 
had 
promised 
to 
be 


present on that occasion, and that 
it was hoped to have Flotortal 
Representative-Elect Doyle Peve- 
house and State Reprcsentiitlve- 
Elect James E. Taylor, In attend- 
ance at that time. 
On the January 9, 1939, meet- 


Ing, 
Julius Dorsey, high school 


supervisor of tho Dallas public 
schools, 
Is scheduled to bo 
the 
principal speaker. It was also an- 
nounced the annual local talent 
program would be presented by 
the association on either March 
27 or April 3. The president also 
called attention to a list of pro- 
posed by-laws for the local asso- 
ciation and asked that the mem- 
bers be prepared at 
the 
next 


meeting to adopt, amend, or sub- 
mit new by-laws to replace those 
offered. 


Miss Murchtson was then pre- 


sented and stated that she' would 
attempt to present a few observa- 
tions on the European situation 
dealing mainly with . the varia- 
tions of European life from that 
in the United States. 
She declared that the 
differ- 


ence in rail transportation was 
one of the first differences noted, 
and called attention to the differ- 
ent construction of the European

She added that one 


of the disconcerting features of 
European travel was that no sta- 
tions were ever called and the 
passengers had to watch for their 
destination points, and the fact 
there was no given signal for the 
time of departure from a station. 
She also described the dining ser- 
vice afforded by the roads. 


Ml.is Murchison stated that spec- 


ial Inducements were offered by 
the German and Italian govern- 
ments to attract the travelling 
public, but that the amount of 
currency that could be taken into 
a country was limited and the 
same restrictions applied when 
one was leaving. 
She 
asserted 


there was no evidence of political 
unrest and that their most dlsurh- 
Ing news was contained In letters 
received from relatives 
In 
the 
United States. 


Dr. McElhannon was then pre- 
sented as the speaker of the 
evening. Ho was formerly a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Corilca- 
na schools from 1911 to 1914. In 
Introducing 
his 
subject, 
"Guid- 
ance," the speaker called atten 
tion to the fact that in recent 
years there had been much de- 
bate over the fundamentals of ed- 
ucation, and that many reorinen- 
tatlons had been effected or were 
now under way, and there had 
that guidance was the chief Issue 
been a pronounced change in the 
trends of education. 


The speaker declared that it 


was an accepted fact In the Unit- 
ed States that every child should 
be educated at public expense and 
briefly touched on the 
various 


complications of this premise for 
officials and teachers.

35,000,000 to 40,000,000 youths each 
year In this nation. He discussed 
previous theories that had result- 
ed In preparations and guidance 
of the youths toward "white col- 
lar" Jobs only. 
Ho also stated 


that about 25 per cent of the 
American youth were able to pass 
the work set up as prerequisite 
for pcceptance of the responsibil- 
ity of a normal social life. He ad- 
ded that the data available show- 
ed that of the 1,000 students who 
reached the sixth grade, only 260 
were able to complete high school, 
, and of this number only 160 went 
I to college with the final result 
that only 50 finished their college 
courses. He Insisted that this sys- 
tem of education resulted In great 
monetary as well as personality 
lOfl.lflH. 


The speaker also reported that 


n survey had shown there were 
some 28,000 worthwhile vocations 
open to the American public but 
that a very few were ever trained 
for more than 100 of this numbor. 
He dnclared the needs of both th« 
Individual and society had to be' 
considered. Proper guidance was 
declared the most Important fac- 
tor In the securing of a proper 
return for the great Investment 
made annually In public school 
education in the United States. 


Crime Problem. 
Dr. McElhannon then touched 
on the effects of the crime prob- 
lem on the public schools, point- 
ing out that tho earliest school 
levies were upheld In the courts 
under the general welfare clause 
with emphasis on the police sec- 
tion, 
with 
the 
contention 
that 


pEoper education would prevent 
the spread of crime. 
He stated 


that the facts showed that some 
800,000 . persons were Incarcerated 
annually under the age of 21, and 
pointed out that some institutions 
had failed In its duties and respon- 
sibilities. Among the latter agen- 
cies he mentioned the home, the 
schools and the churches. 


He also called attention to the 


feet that tho figures revealed that 
only 1.6 of all Juveniles committed 
to refrom schools or penal .institu- 
tions were apprehended and sen- 
tenced while they were still at- 
tending school. 
He declared this 


proved beyond a doubt tho neces- 
sity 
of 
keeping 
the 
American 


youth in the elementary and the 
secondary schools. He stated th,at 
17 states had adopted a compul- 
sory education law that required 
attnndance until high school grad- 
uation or until the age of 17-21 
was reached. He stated that such 
a proposal for Texas was discuss- 
ed at a recent meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Texas 
State Teachers' Association. 
He 


declared that unless there was 
specific guidance of the younger 
generations there would be DO 
dimunltlon of the crime rate; ho 
also pointed out that the cost of 
education In the United States 
was about three 
billion dollars 
per year while the cost of crime 
was about five times that figure. 


Must Attend School. 
He declared that when ho was 


a member of the Corsicana faculty 
a little over two decades ago, the 
true principles of secondary edu- 
cation were unknown, but that 
today It was realized that the pu- 
plls must be kept in school. Fur- 
ther discussing the situation, - he 
declared that no work, no school, 
and no special guidance for the 
youth of the nation resulted in an 
Increased crime rate. 
He com- 


mented on a recent survey on the 
effectiveness of teaching methods 
and 
reported that 
many 
were 


falling dismally In meeting their 
obligations. 
He 
declared 
the 


teachers 
were 
more 
subjective 


conscious than guidance conscious. 
He declared that one educator had 
stated the requirements of mod- 
ern education were the awaken- 
ing of natural skill, the supplying 
of the technical knowledge, and 
finally the supplying of the oppor- 
tunity for 
the practice of thn 
knowledge. 


He declared that only 6 per cent 


of working classes were engaged 
In professional work, and only 9 
per cent In the clerical divisions. 


Mr. Armlstead then presented 


Superintendent W. H. Norwood, 
who asked the guest speaker to 
answer a question concerning the 
issue of failures in elementary 
and secondary schools. The speak- 
er said that when a failure re- 
sulted some teacher along the line 
had been at fault because they 
had not secured sufficient infor- 
mation and passed it along with 
the result that some student had 
gotten into a course or class for 
which he was not fitted. 


Superintendent Norwood also an- 
nounced that for the fourteenth or 
fifteenth year the Corsicana as- 
sociation was 100 per cent In pay- 
ment of dues to the state asso- 
ciation. He then declared that he 
was In favor of the teacher retire- 
ment law, some form of a teacher 
tenue law, an adjusted single sal- 
ary law, and also for larger state 
support of public education. 
He 


added that In most instances the 
local 
communities had 
reached 


their limits in school support. 


At the conclusion of the super- 


intendent's remarks, the meeting 
was adjourned.
